The 
cottonseed oil mills afford the prin- 
cipal market for the crop, and the 
price they are paying at preaent IB 
$1 per bushel. 
Furthermore, each 


acre of 
peanuts gives an average 


yield of one ton of hay, which »ell«

price this season's crop of peanut 
hay will bring a total of about )4,- 
200,000, bringing the value of the 
peanuts and by product up to $24,- 
200,000.

fliction of the chrysanthemum. One 
of the best cures for this is a spray 
of paraffffin emulsion, but this must 
be administered with extreme care 
for it the crude paraffin touches the 
foliage it will ruin it. 


Perhaps 
the most 
discouraging 


disease is the damping or rotting of 
the blooms. 
Often the grower will 


spend Avhole hours with microscope 
and camel's hair brush crosses the 
pollen 
of certain 
varieties.

finally puts forth its shoots he will 
tend it and teed it as carefully as 
a child.
